Some days ago four gentlemen’s fervants were 
brought before the Sheriff, accufed of affaulting a’ gen- 
tleman in Drummond Street under night, and creating a 
riot. To avoid a criminal profecution they agreed to 
pay two puineas each to the fervants ward in the Roy- 
al Infirmary. This, we hope, will induce them to be 
more orderly in their behaviour in future. 

On Friday arrived at Aberdeen, his Excellency 
Licutenant-General Sir Ratpo Asexcromsy and 
his fuite ; and on Saturday, he infpected the new raifed 
2d battalion of the Caithpefs Legion, conmmanded by 
Sir Benyamin Dunsar. 

On Saturday Jaft, the fecond quota of men, furnithed 
by the county of Banff to ferve in the 6th regiment of 
North Britifh Militia, marched into Aberdeen, under 
the command of Captain BArtver, on their way to 
join their regiment at Montrofe ; and yefterday morn- 
ing they were infpedted Y General ‘Sie Rarru 
AsercromBis, who was pleafed to exprefs, in very high 
terms, his complete approbation of their appearance. 
They are a fet of fine young fellows, and were in high 
fpirits. ‘This regiment bids fair to be one of the finelt 
corps in the fervice of their country. 

Accounts are received at Greenock, by exprefs from 
Lochfindal,.in Iflay, of the arrival there of the Ruth, 
letter of marque of Greenock; Captain Fiecx, be- 
longing to Mr John Stewart. ‘The Ruth has _czptured 
a very valuable prize, a large brig from the Havannah, 
laden with clayed fugar,’logwood and mahogany.— 
Both veffels are hourly expected. 

The Fanny, Braine, arrived in the Clyde from 
New-York, brings Aimerican papers to the roth De- 
cember. ‘The Fanny had a remarkable fine paflage ; 
fhe made land in 18 and Greenock in 26 days. Con- 
grefs met at Philadelphia, on the 3d December, but 
the reprefentatives feem as remifs in the difcharge of 
their, duty to their conftituents, as the reprefentatives of 
fome other countrics. ‘I‘here was not a fufficient num- 
ber to conftitute a quorum, aud the Houfe was adjour- 
ned tillthe next day. 

The intelligence of Netson’s victory was received 
in America with the utmoft tumultuous joy. 

The brig Helena, Bain, artived in the Clyde from 
Quebec, fpoke on the 27th December the Trial Con- 
ger, from Liverpool to New-York, io Jat. 56, lon. 21W. 

On Friday morning a cartel, with 34 French Officers, 
failed from Dover to Calais. 

From the miffions eftablithed by the fociety late in 
connection with the late Mr Wesxey, for the con- 
verfion of the negroes in the Weft Indies, ig appears, 
that there are now about 50,000 negroes under in{truc- 
tion in all the iflands.

feven children to bewail his lofs. Lord Banrr, much 
to his honour, has ufed every endeavour to find his bo- 
dy, but hitherto without effect. Two others nearly 
thared a fimilar fate at the fame time. :

We hear the following outline of a {cheme of union 
has been circulated within thefe few days in the higher 
circles in Dublin :— 

LEGISLATURE. , 

Thirty-two Irish Peers to sit in the Imperial Parliament. 
Twenty-cight Temporal Peers to be clected for life; four Spi- 
ritual Peers 7 rotation. Irish Peers, dot elected, may sit in 
the Imperial House of Commons for British counties and bo- 
roughs only, as at present. The Crown to retain the power 
of creating Peers of Ireland, in order to preserve the Peerage, 
from extinction, , 

‘The Irish Commoners who are to sit in the imperial Parlia- 
ment, not to exceed One Hundred. One to be chosen for éach 
county, and one for each of the great commercial cities and 
towns—this arrangement would give 42; half of the 108 bo- 
roughs to send one Member each for one Parliament, the o- 
ther half one Member for the next Parliament, and so on al- 
ternately. The capital and-Cork might send two Members 
each. ‘Thus the representationwould athount to ninety eight. 

DUTIES AND COMMERCE. 

Irish subjects to enjoy at all times the same commercial pri- 
vileges as English. ‘The duties between the two countries 20 
be equalized, regard being had to the temporary protection of 
the imfant manufactures of Ireland.
